district that a an option student chooses to attend instead of8

his or her resident school district;, except when a student chooses9

to attend another school district in a learning community in which10

the student resides pursuant to section 79-2110;11

(3) Option student means a student that has chosen to12

attend an option school district, including a student who resides13

in a learning community and who has chosen to attend an option14

school district in such learning community prior to the effective15

date of the establishment of such learning community, but not16

including a student who resides in a learning community and who17

enrolls pursuant to section 79-2110 in another school district in18

such learning community;19

(4) Resident school district means the public school20

district in which a student resides; and21

(5) Siblings means all children residing in the same22

household on a permanent basis who have the same mother or father23
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or who are stepbrother or stepsister to each other.1

Beginning with school year 2013-14, students2

in kindergarten through grade three in the public schools shall3

spend at least fifty percent of their school day in one or more4

classrooms with twenty or fewer students. Up to ten days each5

school year may be designated for any student or group of students6

as special activity days to which the requirements of this section7

do not apply. School districts may also apply to the State Board of8

Education for a hardship waiver to waive the requirements of this9

section for a specified period of time due to circumstances that10

would cause the school district a substantial hardship to meet the11

requirements of this section for such period of time.12

administrator of each educational service unit shall submit to12

the Commissioner of Education a report described as the annual13

financial report showing (a) the amount of money received from all14

sources during the year and the amount of money expended by the15

educational service unit during the year, (b) other information16

as necessary to fulfill the requirements of sections 79-124117

and 79-1243, and (c) such other information as the commissioner18

directs.19

(2) The board of each educational service unit shall20

cause a complete and comprehensive annual audit to be made of the21

books, accounts, records, and affairs of the educational service22

unit. The audits shall be conducted annually, except that the23

Auditor of Public Accounts may determine an audit of less frequency24

to be appropriate but not less than once in any three-year period.25

The board of each educational service unit may contract with the26

Auditor of Public Accounts or select a licensed public accountant27
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or certified public accountant or firm of such accountants to1

conduct the audit and shall be responsible for the cost of the2

audit pursuant to the contract. Such audit shall be conducted in3

the same manner as audits of county officers. The original copy of4

the audit shall be filed in the office of the Auditor of Public5

Accounts.6
